Some Warm Talks Were Made—The 
Nurses Do Not Object to Waiting 
on Negro Patients, Wishing 
to Get as Much Training 
as Possible. 


The trustees board of the Grady Hos- 
pital got into a lively wrangle yester- 
day afternoon when it held a special 
meeting 4o consider a report from a 
committee ag to whether or not the 
white nurses should attend negro pa- 
tients. 

Dr. T. D. Longino and Councilman E. 
W, Martin reported that the nurses 
had to take the same care of negro 
women as they did white women, and 
under the rules had to wash the face 
and hands of negro mien who were un- 
able to wait upon themselves. In ex- 
treme cases the nurses had to bathe 
hegro men. 

The nurses did not object to this as 
they thought they must do such work 
to get training, looking upon their 
work just as physicians do theirs. 

Dr. Longino and John Harwell 
thought the nurses should not be re- 
quired to do this work and believed 
that negro women ought to be em- 
ployed. 

Joseph Hirsch explained that there 
were already negro women in the 
wards who did the drugery. 

Dr. Longino said he was surprised 
that the superintendent of nurses, Mrs. 
Waddell, did not object to the nurses 
doing such work. 

Mrs. Waddell was called in and she 
explained that she only required the 
nurses to wait on negro patients when 
it was necessary and that there was 
work comnected with it which they 
Were not required to do. ) 

Best Nurses in Country. 


Drs. W. S. Elkin, Jr., stated that the 
nurses who graduated at the Grady 
Hospital stooa higher than those from 
other institutions. 

Mrs. Waddell said she had never 
heard a nurse complain of working in 
the negro wards. 

Dr, Longino said that two of the 
nurses had told him they would rather 
work in the negro than in the white 
ward. 

Mrs. Waddell said they meant that 
they found the negro patients mueh 
easier to control, 

“We have a low-down class of white 
people sometimes to aeal with.” she 
said, “and often the negroes are more 
respectful and much more grateful.” 

Dr. (Longino moved that the board 
request the medica] board to change the 
rule requiring the white nurses to wait 
on the negro men. 

Charles $8. Northen moved to lay the 
whole matter on the table. He said if 
the nurses did not object he did not 
think the boarg should take any action. 

Gave Him a Rose. 


Dr, Longino made a warm talk. He 
said that a white working woman had 
called to see him and presented him @ 
rose, saying that the flower was in 
token of her appreciation of the stand 
he had taken about the white nurses. 

“I would have the approbation of a 
dozen g00d women,” said the doctor, 
“even if I had to bear the curses of 
a hundred men.’

Pendleton, but before this matter had 
reached a fina] determination, both the 
husband and wife agreed to let the 
daughter remain with the sister of the 
father, and she now has the child.

He furthér avers that she abused and 
mistreated him at various and sundry 
times between the above dates, threat- 
ening to kill him time and time again 
and would slap his face and hit him 
with her fist almost weekly. 

A nice point of distinction in mat- 
ters of the law will be raised in the 
courts when a suit filed in the'clerk’s 
office yesterday afternoon, comes up 
to be heard. This point was embraced 
in an amendment to the declaration 
filed yesterday. 

The question involved is whether one

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HE popular conception of an offi- 
cial in a labor union is a man 
who draws a fat salary, jollies 

the boys along, ané kindly allows the 
boys to do the work. This conception, 
like a good many pet theories of the 
public, is not founded on fact. Cer- 
tainly it does not apply to Albert E. 
King, grand secretary-treasurer of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 

In fact, it is pretty safe to assume 
that not a man in the order does more 
work than he. He learned how to 
work when, as a brakeman, he was 
skidding over the tops of freight cars 
on cold winter nights in the employ of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern. Those were the days before au- 
tomatic couplers and air brakes. A 
man took his life in his hanas and if 
he served any length of time and came 
out with a full set of fingers and toes 
he counted himself lucky.

Born in New York. 

Albert E. King was born in Nor- 
wich, N. Y., September 17, 1860. He 
attended the public schools and acade- 
my of that city and, in 1!88!, went to 
work for the Dalaware, Lackawanna 
and Western as brakeman. He servea 
on both freight and passenger and for 
a time was baggage. master. At the 
Toronto convention, in May, 1897, he 
was ejected secretary-treasurer and 
assumed the duties of the office in 
August of that year. At that time the 
order had 23,000 members; today it 
has 90,934 members.

Since the establishment of the order 
over $14,000,000 has been paid out in 
claims and no claim has been paid 
twice. This is something all the old 
line insurance companies cannot boast.

The scourge of public scorn and 
contempt is laid with merciless weight 
on the shoulders of William Ellis 


Corey., Great wealth, as a breeder of} 


lax moral principles and as the most 
d.sastrous foe of the American home, 
is standing for its share of vehement 
condemnation in the pillory of the 
American religious and secular press. 

Men built of the Corey type seem to 
be endowed with an atrophy of the 
conscience and a paralysis of the sen- 
sibilities, which give them immunity 
from the goad and liberate them to 
pursue the caprice for which a sen-

ss regards duty had long ago paved 
the way. . 

The surprising thing is that the 
cuemmentator of ordinary shrewdness 
should see new or astounding symp- 
toms in the Corey tragedy—for it has 
all the somber and pitiful elements 
of tragedy, when you come to strip 
the affair of its tawdry, gilden embel- 
lishmehts, 

It is the most common, the most ap- 
pealing tragedy in the history of do- 
mestic existence.

But it is the exceptions we are dis- 
c.ssing—and that they are not of such 
rare occurrence we have the testi- 
mony of divorce courts and of notably 
uncongenial couples who avoid such 
nctoriety. The exception it is who, on 
a minor fcale, goes into the Corey 
class. He leaves his wife at home in 
the evenings, to stagnate or remain 
stationary, while he further pursues 
the involuntary process of self-devei- 
opment, 

And then he wonders, in later years, 
why the woman who appealed so pow- 
erfulsy to him in his youth, who had 
such a potent role in making his suc- 
cess, seems mentally unpalatable in 
his riper maturity!

Federal Aid to Education. : 
» Editor Constitution: I have réad with 
‘much interest in Sunday’s Constitution 


len extract from The Manufacturers’ 


Record and your comment on the same 
under the caption “Not Stagnation, But 
Progre3s.”’ 

It is seldom that I have had to ‘dif- 
fer radically front The Constituion on 
any important question, but on this I 
cannot agree with it. I have always 
been an ardent advocate of the educa- 
t'cn of the masses, and still am, but 
there is such a thing as “paying too 
/much for the whistle,” and this is a 
case in which, if your policy is adopt- 
ed, we would pay too much. The fed- 
eral government was formed to do 
tor the people only those things which 
it can do for them better than the in- 
dividual states can. Education of the 
masses was not one of the objects of 
its formation. The states and local 
communities can do thig better and 
more Satisfactorily than the general 
government. The truth is that there 
has been for nearly fifty years a stud- 
ied ana well directed effort on the parr 
of that political party which has been 
in control of federal affairs to concen- 
trate in the federal government ‘Sowers 
never delegated to it. Every means 
has been resorted to to accomplish this 
end, and that bait of federal aid to ed- 
ucation is one of the means relied on. 

Let the southern people swallow this 
bait and in a few short years our 
common schools will be completely 
controlled by the bureau of education 
at Washington, and this bureau will 
be dominated by the general education 
board and Ogdenism. The people who 
inaugurated this board and its hyster- 
ical crusade against illiteracy in the 
south may be honest and desire ito 
stamp out illiteracy, but they are, at 
the same time, the tools of others who 
are educated only by a desire to do 
through this same means what they 
failed to do in four years of bloody 
war, wipe out state lines. They care 
nothing for the education of the 
masses, but they want a consolidated 
government whose power shall be su- 
preme. Some of these people show 
great partiality for the negro and 
think they love him, but they do not. 
They mistake their hatred for the 
southern white man for love for the 
negro. Men in high official position 
have, on many occasions, made. this 
fact manifest. For four . years the 
writer had the honor to act as chair- 
man of the committee on education in 
the national house of reprege@ntatives. 

s such he reported to the house and 
gab to passage a bill to appro- 
priate to the several states $15,000 a 
year out of the proceeds of the sale of 
public lands for the benefit of their 
schools of agriculture. The Georgia 
legislature accepted the donation, pro- 
viding in the resolution of acceptance 
that the money should be Gaivided 
“equitably. between the two races.” 
The governor of Georgia asked me to 
collect the money for the state. When 
I went to the secretary of the interior 
for the proper papers on which to 
draw the money from the treasury he 
objected to the word “equitably” in 
the resolution of the legislature, and 
insisted that it should be divided 
equally between the negro and 
white schools, In vain I called his at- 
tention to the fact that an equal divis- 
ion would be unfair, because in point 
of numbers one race represented 52 
per cent of the population and the 
other 48 per cent. His only reply was 
‘“T want it unaerstood that where the 
negro in the south is concerned I am 
for the negro.” 

Again, for four sessions while I was 
at the head of this committee the 
somewhat famous “Blair bill,” provid- 
ing federal aid to education, came be- 
fore my committee. The republican 
members insisted on a provision that 
before any state could get any portion 
of the appropriation its governor 
should submit to the bureau of educa- 
tion in Washington a list of all text 
books used in the schools of the state. 
The democrats refused to report to a 
bureau in Washington, 
what it would lead; the republicans 
refused to support the bill without 
such a provision, and thus the Dill 
failea for four sessions. 

Mr. Editor, whenever Georgia seeks 
and secures aid from the federal gov- 
ernment for her schools, she thereby 
puts them under the control of the bu- 
reau of education. in Washington, 
which will be dominated by Ogdenism, 
which-will prescribe directly or indli- 
rectly the text books to be studied, 
and in two generations our descend- 
ants will, under such training, believe 
those of us who battiea for the pres- 
ervation of the constitution as given 
us by our fathers were “traitors” en- 
gaged in “a wicked and unprovoked 
rebellion.” We cannot afford to pay 
such a price for federal aid. Our per- 
centage of illiteracy is great, but we 
are rapidly reducing it without federal 
aid. It is said that Georgia pays to the 
cause of education directly from her 
state treasury annually more money 
than any other state in the union, and 
many schools supported by the state 
superintendent supplementea by local 
taxation are springing up all over the 
State. We should not, in considering 
the matter of illiteracy, lose sight of 
the fact that Georgia has within her 
borders more negroes than any other 
state in the world, and that two score 
years ago nearly one-half of our pop- 
ulation were negroes, 99 per cent of 
whom were wholly illiterate. Many of 
these same negroes are still included 
in-our percentage of illiteracy. 

It will got do to take the Morrill law 
as a precedent. This is a proposition 
to donate to the schools of the state 
out of the national treasury money 
wrung from the people by an onerous 
system of internal revenue and tariff 
taxation; that was a ldw to pay to 
each state for the use of its schools of 
agriculture and the mechanic arts 
money derived from the sale of the 
public lands, the property of the peo- 
ple of all the states, purchased with 
the blooa and treasure of all the states, 
These lands, therefore, belong to the 
people and are hela by the federal gov- 
ernment, not in fee simple but only in 
trust, for the people of the states. 

Let us “make haste slowly” in this 
matter and not, Esau like, sell our 
birthright for a mess of pottage.

Georgi Case Will Cripple

While the decision of the United States 
Supreme court in the case of the state 
of Georgia against the Tennessee Cop- 
per Co. and the Ducktown Sulphur and 
Copper Co., is wholly in Georgia’s 
favor, jt does not seem to go to the exX- 
tent that the state would have liked. 

Although holding that Georgia is en- 
titled to ah injunction to prevent the 
further dissemination of sudphur fumes 
from the smelting plants of these com- 
panies, which injure health and destroy 
vegetation, the issuance of the injune- 
tion itself is postponed until October 
when, the court states, it will be granted 
upon Georgia’s application. 

This affords the copper companies 
some six months yet in which to operate 
their smelters and to continue the dis- 
Semination of these gases. It is pre- 
sumed the court postponed the granting 
of the jnjunction until that time’ in 
order to give the copper companies op- 
portunity to make such necessary 
changes in their plants as will consume 
thes fumes and prevent their escape 
into the open air. 

Building Expensive Plants. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 1!4.—Information 
was received here today that the federal 
Supreme court has declined to make an 
injunction operative against the Tennes- 
see Copper Company and the Ducktown 
Sulphur, Copper and Iron Company until 
they have ample time to undertake to 
correct the alleged ‘‘smoke nulsance.”’ 
This is proposed to be accomplished by 
the substitution of new or additional 
processes, 

The Tennessee Copper Company now 
has in construction a plant costine one 
and a half million dollars; whereby it 
hopes to roast the copper ore without 
emitting sulphurous fumes. The theory 
of the process is to collect the sulphur 
as a by-product which, it is said, is 
worth almost as much as the copper itself. 
The Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and Iron 
Company is planning’ similar  experi- 
ments. If these processes are perfected, 
it is belleved the requirements of the 
courts will be met. Otherwise, it is 
expected the plants may have to close 
down. 

In that event, it fs helieved here that 
the entire copper industry of the nation 
woukl be crippled, thus very seriously 
affecting the world’s copper market, as 
America produces more than half of the 
copper consumed. 

About 58,000 people area employed in 
the Ducktown copper belt, where expen- 
ditures aggregate almost three million 
dollars annually. Twenty thousand 
people are dependent upon these indus- 
tries for maintenance, 

A company has purchased copper ore 
lands in North Georgia and North Caro- 
lina, the development of which depends 
upon the ulttmate result of the Duck- 
town “fumes’’ case.

BIDS FOR CITY LOW ENOUGH 


Committee Will Meet Again Next 
Saturday Afternoon to Receive 
Figures and Bids on Lights 
and Power for Domestic 
and Commercial Pur. 
poses, 


It was about agreed upon at a coun- 
cil committee meeting yesterday 
morning to accept for the city the 
bid of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Co. for street lights for five 
years. The only reason the matter 
was held up was because the comrmnit- 
tee desired to reach an agreement 
with the company about electric light 
and power for domestic and commer- 
cial purposes. 

The representatives of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Co. were pres- 
ent, but no one represented the North 
Georgia Electric Co. 

The two bids read gefore the com- 
mittee were as follows: 

The Bids Submitted. 


By the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Co,: 

For five-year contract; first year, $60 
for ares and $28 for incandescents; 
second year, $59 and $27.50; third year, 
$58 and $27; fourth year, $57 and

Georgia company:

The members of the committee pres- 
ent vesterday were: Aldermen Key, 
Quillian and Beutell, Councilmen Ter- 
rell, Longino and Hancock. The ab- 
sentees were Councilman Pomeroy and 
Alderman. McEachern. 

Moved to Reject Both Bids. 


After some discussion about horse- 
power and kilowatts, Councilman 
Longino moved that both bids be re- 
jected. He said that he believed the 
cost of street lighting might be still 
lower and if it wasn’t, then the city 
ought to build its own plant. 

“T would have been willing to ac- 
cept the bid of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Co.,” he, said, “if the 
lowest bid had been $55 a year for 
arc Hghts and $22.50 for incandes- 
cents. <As to the price of light and 
power to individual consumers I think 
that is not a matter for the city to 
look after.” 

President Arkwright, of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Co., said that 
the price made was actually less than 
the. cost of production. 

“There is not a city in the south,” 
he said, “that is getting its lights at 
a cheaper rate than we have bid for 
Atlanta, except Anderson, S. C. Some- 
thine has been said about Columbus, 
Ga. That city pays $60 a. lamp and 
burns $3,700 for light. The price we 


and when the 2 per cent franchise 
tax is taken off the prite is a little 
more than $56 a year. Besides, we 
have given a minimum price of $56 
a year for the last year, and that 
can be used as a basis in getting 
bids when the contract expires. We 
have come here in good faith with as 
low a bid as we could make and we 
did it in the best interest of the 
city as well as for the company. We 
are simply getting a little tired.” 


Some Discriminations, 


Terrell said the _ fact 
had developed that there might be 
some discrimination against private 
customers for the lack of a definite 
schedule of prices and he thought that 
the matter needed regulaing. 

President Ark ight said the com- 
pany had signified a’ willingness to 
make an agreement with the city 
abou light and power for domestic 
and commercial purposes. He thought 
the best way to benefit the consumer 
was to fix a maximum rate. 

Alderman Key said the company 
ought to submit a schedule.. He had 
no especial quarrel, he said, to make 
about the bids’ for the city lighting. 

Alderman Quillian was opposed 
rejecting the bids. 

“We have received what I consider 
fair and good bids,” he said, “from 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Co. 
The price appears to be reasonable 
and it will get cheaper as the city 
grows, and it may be very much 
smaller when we have Greater At- 
lanta. Our experts have given us es- 
timates about a municipal plant and 
the figures they furnished us would 
make the manufacture of our own lights 
cost more than the price bid by the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Co. 
believe we ought to accept the bids 
and then take up the rates for man- 
ufactories.

Ordered Out to Protect Negro 
from Reported Mob, 


SHERIFF OUTWITTED MOB 


Negro Was in Darien Jail, and Mob 
Reported Coming, Sheriff Brought 
Prisoner to Brunswick in a 
Launch—Mob Visited Darien, 
Then Dispersed. 


~ 


Brunswick, Ga., May [4.—(Special).— 
When the riot call was sounded at 
6:30 o’clock this evening on the big 
fire bell, few understood the signal of 
eleven taps until from stores and of- 
fices ‘on all sides men dashed down 
the street to the armory-of the Bruns- 
wick Riflemen. In less than thirty 
minutes thirty-five men in uniforms 
with twenty rounds of ammunition 
were strung out along Newcastle 
street in front of Glynn jail where 
are five negro prisoners brought here 
“early this morning by Sheriff Bailey 
in a launch to escape a mob from Tat- 
nall county, which visited Darien this 
morning. 

In less than an hour the riflemen 
were patroling the entire square and 
tonight the men are in camp in the 
park facing the jail. No one can ap- 
proach the jail within a block. The 
quick response of the military and 
their splendid handling by Captain 
Dunn and Lieutenants Brame and 
Douglass has aroused much enthu- 
siasm, 

The mob from Glenville, which was 
reported in Darien, left that place at 
noon avowedly for this city to get a 
negro named Leo Holmes who, on 
Saturday night at Darien Junction, 
killed A. A. Sands, a young white 
man of Tatnall county. Holmes 
claims he was scuffling with another 
negro and that Sands was shot by 
accident. Neighbors of the dead man 
became incensed, and Sunday a num- 
ber went to Darien. 

Sheriff Bailey had captured Holmes 
twenty miles from Darien”’early Sun- 
day and had put him in jail. 

Monday many strangers came to 
Darien, and Sheriff Bailey, having but 
one deputy, prudently concluded to re- 
move his prisoner. Late Monday he 
received accurate timformation that a 
mob would come for the negro Mon- 
day night. 

Securing a launch, he put all of 
prisoners on board and came here. 
A report from Darien said there were 
about 87 in the crowd, which visited 
that place early today, and the mob 
held the train in their control. When

they found that the negro had been 
spirited away, they fired several shots 
at the jail and reboarded the train. 

This led rise to the telegram that 
the mob intended to visit this city. 
Mayor Symons, Chief Burney, of the 
police, Judge Gale and Sheriff Ber- 
rie, with the riflemen had prepared 
a warm reception for the visiors. The 
prompness of Glvynn’s officials in pre- 
paring for trouble has aroused wide 
confidence. 

Telegrams received late tonight say 
that the mob- returned to Tatnall 
county and no trouble is expected. A 
detail will be kept on duty all night 
and probably tomorrow. 


Mob Arrived at Darien. 


Damien, Ga., May 14.—When the pas- 
senger train arrived today there was a 
mop aboard of about one hundred men 
who cam? to Darien from Glenville with 
the avowed intention of lynching the 
negro, Lee Holmes, who killed E. A. 
Sands, of Glenville, at Davien Junction 
last Saturday. The avwuthorities, how- 
ever, caught on to the intended visit and 
moved the prisoner out last night, tak- 
‘ni hi mto Brunswick for safe-keeping. 
After looking through the jail the mob 
boarded the train and returned to their 
homes.

Simply a Chip in a Game of Chance 
Where the Outside or Dealer in 
Actual Cotten Has No Show 
Whatever. 


New. York, May 1!4.—Some memberé 
cotton exchange today dis- 
cussed a plan to call a meeting of the 
exchange and raise the question that 
it was to the best interests of the ex- 
change that, in the suit of Theodore 
H. Price against the exchange, and 
more particularly its classification 
committee, no technical objections 
should be interposed which might pre- 
vent a full, thorough and searching in- 
vestigation of all the charges contain- 
ed in the complaint. 


The necessary petition was drawn, 
but it is understood that no definite 


action has been taken as yet. 
Many Members Support Price. 

Members of the exchange who were 
not in sympathy with Mr. Price in- 
clined to the belief that nothing can 
be gained by having the present suit 
before the referee dismissed merely 
because On som subtle legal point 
equity cannot be invoked, and Mr. 
Price should have sought his remody 


in law. Not only friends of Mr. Price, 
but a very considerable part of the 
members of the exchange are in full 
accord with him in his plan to remedy 
existing abuses, and they insist that 
the best interests Of the exchange are 
bound up with an absolutely impartial 
and unbiased iiuterpretation and en- 
forcement of the rules. Brokers in 
cotton are reticent, as a general rule, 
when the question at issue is raised 
for public discussion, but there has 
been a lively interchange of letters 
between members of the exchange and 
Mr. Price. They indicate the trend of 
Sentiment, and even letters antago- 
nistic to his position usually contain 
the suggestion that some method must 
be found to eliminate the features of 
the administration of the classification 
system which have brought about so 
much antagonism to the exchange in 
the south. 
What Price Says. 


Discussing the action of the cotton 
exchange in seeking to have the com- 
plaint dismissel on the technical 
ground that he had no right to seek 
relief in equity, Mr. Price said today:

and that the cotton exchange be again 
established on its legitimate founda- 
tion as an important influence and a 
real influence in the cotton industry. 
I believe my friends on the other side 
will admit this fact, and for that 
reason I cannot understand why they 
should have made such a plea against 
an immediate investigation and for a 
dismissal of my complaint. I believe 
that their contention in answer to my 
complaint, that I am an outsider, that 
the repute of the exchange is imma- 
terial to the issue, that they have as- 
sumed no duty to the public, that as a 
purchaser of cotion on the exchange I 
have no right to insist upon an honest 
classification thereof, and that my com- 
plaint is at the most a matter of tort 
or fraud in the past, all make for the 
intensification of that feeling against 
the exchange which has been growing 
steadily for the past two or three 
years. 

Exchange Dodges Issue. 

“If I were in the position of the 
cotton exchange, it seems to me that I 
would not plead that some one had no 
right to protest against being cheated 
because the by-laws of the exchange 
enable that some one to cheat some- 
body and thereby avoid any damage 
to himself. I am sorry, very sorry, 
that counsel for the exchange saw fit 
to attempt to avoid a trial and prevent 
a determination cf the facts for the 
public benefit. If the cotton exchange 
has assumed no duty to’the public, or 
at least to that portion of it which has 
accepted its invitation and dealt on its 


floors, then I am fearful of the future' 
to 


of the exchange. These attempts 
delay and avoid the issue only heighten 
the impression that it is afraid to face 
an investigation; that its contract is 
a legal tender only for the initiated 
and for its own members. und that 
this ‘legal tender cotton’ is simply a 
chip in a game of chance where the 
outsider or a dealer in actual cotton 
has no show whatever. Perhaps I 


rshould not criticise the legal aspects 


of the case, but, teilng an ‘outsider,’ in 
law as well as in cotton, I assume that 
legal ethics do not bind me any more 
than the cotton exchange protects me 
in my contracts according to its own 
admission.”

STOVE RATES REASONABLE 


Railroad Commissioner’s Authority 
im Matter of Rate Making Is 
Fixed by Decision of High 
Court—Decision Is a Pre- 
cedent, and Makes Im. 
portant Georgia 
Law. 


The Supreme court of Georgia upheld 
yesterday the mandamus ordered 1s- 


lic duty as to give him the right, lo 
invoke the remedy of mandcamus. ; 

Third, The right of the commission 
to fix rates on particular commodities 
between particular points is upheld on 
the ground of economic conditions and 
natural advantages, just as a railroad 
company reduces rates to compgstitiwe 
points below the standard tariff. The 
presumption is in favor of the reason- 
ableness of the commission's rate, and 
the burden is on the railroad company 
to prove illegality. 

It is held that the granting of a 
manégamus adjudicates the matters 
which are averred in the plea. 

Actual Tender Not Required. 

Fifth, It is held that inasmuch as the 
defendant railroad company admits it 
declined to put into effect the commis- 
sion’s order, the actual tender of the 
articles for shipment is. not required. 
Denial of the actual tender is insuffi- 
cient to raise a defective issue of 
fact. 

Sixth, It is held that an averment 
which attacks the reasonableness ge an 
individual rate without refegence to its 
relation to the whole bogy of rates, 
raises no defensive issue of fact. 

As to the Savannah injunction, it is 
held that the existence of a temporary 
injunction in a suit by a thirc@ pevsen 
in a different court, temporarily re- 
straining the commission from putting 
into effect similar rates pres@4bed in 
other circulars, is no bar to the peti- 


tioner from prosecuting his remedy 4

Finally, it is. held that an ad interim

Under this circular the Atlanta Stove 
Works, on August 29 following, ten- 
dered the Southern Railway in Atlanta 
three stoves for shipment to Colum- 
bus, Ga., and offered $0 cents in pay- 
ment of the freight, in accordayfe with 
the circular. The shipment was re- 
fusea, and the stove works applied to 
the superior court for mandamus to 
compel the railroad company to accept 
the freight at the rate thus prescribed, 
holding that its refusal was arbitrary, 
illegal and contrary to law. 


Claimed Circular Was IUllegal. 

The railroad company resisted by de- 
murrer and answer. tc held the ctr- 
cular illegal and void on the ground 
that it was applicable to only 1 few 
points, and was thereforo unjustly dis- 
criminatory. It was also claimed tha 
it sought to take the defendant com- 
pany’s property without due process of 
law, and that it denied the defendant 
ths ecual protection of the law as 
guararteed in the constitution of the 
I’nited States. It held that the com- 
mission had no power to make rates 
that were ‘discrimatory. 

In its answer the raflroad company 
stated no stoves had been actually de- 
livered ct its cepot, but that’ the 
freight» had been tendered simply for 
the purpose of making a test case in 
the courts. It was charged that rates 
had been so much reduced in Georgia, 
that the return does not now compen- 
sate the ratiroad company. 

It was further claimed that as a re- 
sult of previous discriminatory circu- 
lars on stove rates, namely 305 and 306, 
Savannah merchants had secured an 
injunction against the commission and 
that circular 309 was subsequently in- 
cludea in that injunction, and tat by 
reason of the Savannah injunction the 
Southern had declined to put in the 


“new rates because they were not ef- 


fective on other lines. 
Old Ground of Confiscation. 


The Southern also cited the fact that 
it had subsequently secured in the 
I'nited States court an_ injunction 
against the enforcement process of 
law, and that because of comity be- 
tween the courts, the mandamus asked 
should not be granted. It was further 
held that the commission had no power 
to make a vute on a particular article 
between a few points. 

In spite of these claims the manda- 
mus was issued and made absolute by 
the superior court, The supreme 
court’s decision sustaining the action 
of the lower court is what is known as 
a “decision of first impression.” In 
other words it is a precedent, being 
the first case of this sort decided by 
the Georgia courts, and it firmly es- 
tablishes the principle that the rates 
ordered by the railroad, commission 
must be conformed to in the absence of 
proof that they are unjust and unrea- 


sonable. 

What the Supreme Court Holds. 

The supreme court's decision covers 
the following points: 

First, That the plaintiff is entitled to 
the writ of mandamus as prayed for 
without the necessity of making iit 
appear that he has no adequate remedy 
through a suit for damages. 

Second, There is no question as to 
the authority of the commission . to 
prescribe reasonable maximum es tarif? 
rates, and it is the duty of the common 
carrier to observe such regulations. 
Nothing appears in the record to im- 
peach the fairness or reasonableness 
of the commission's rates on stoves as 
set forth in circular 309, ana it is hel 
that the plaintiff has such special in- 
terest in the perforfmance of this pub-

Chicago, May !4-—The bull campaign 
in wheat was temporarily checked to- 
day by enormous realizing sales, which 
forced prices down about 3c from the 
high point. of the day. Almost all of 
this loss, however, was subsequently 
regained on a renewal of bullish activ- 
ities, the market closing strong, with 
Buly. delivery unchanged compared with 
yesterday's final quotations. The Sep- 
tember and December options each 
were 3-8@/-2c lower than yesterday's 
close.

17 1-2 to 30c lower. 

The wheat market opened amid in- 
tense excitement, and for a brief period 
it appeared as though the market 
might develop into a runaway affair 
similar to that of yesterday. Initial 
quotations on the leading options ran 
all the way from 1!-8c lower to | $-8c 
higher than the previous close. Within 
a very short time, however, it became 
evident that the climax of the sensa- 
tional advance had been reacned, and 
that temporarily, at least, prices would 
tend to seek a lower level. This was 
made plain by a decline of |! to Sc 
within the first half hour of trading, 
due to a deluge of profit-taking orders 
that flooded the pit. Overnight many 
commission houses had sent out mes- 
sages to all of their customers, advis- 
ing them to ‘‘get from under,” and the 
ease with which prices slumped off 
during the first few minutes clearly 
indicated that the country speculators 
had quite generally heeded the warn- 
ing. Liquidation was heavy all day, 
but, despite this liberal selling, prices 
several times made fair rallies because 
of the urgency of demand from those 
speculators who still believe that this 
country’s crop would be insufficient to 
satisfy home consumption and also 
provide for the probable requirements 
of European nations. Much of the day’s 
selling was based on a decline of over 
Id in the price cf wheat at Liverpool, 
but the larger part came from those 
who thought that the market had been 
“overbought.’’ Cold .weather still pre- 
vailed in the spring wheat territory, 
but rain and snow in Nebraska and 
Kansas gave inspiration to sellers. An 
advance of | 5-8 in the price of wheat 
on the Minneapolis curb was partly 
responsible for the higher prices here 
at the opening. The market made a 
sharp advance during the last fifteen 
minutes on another outburst by th 
bulls, which was due to some extent 
to a report that a heavy snowstorm 
was raging in the northwest.

Smoke In New York 


RESCUED GIRLS AS NURSES 


Taken From Burning Building, the 
Young Women Cared for thé 
Stupefied Firemen—Many of 
the Firemen in Serious 
Condition. 


3 New York, May 14.—Sixty firemen, 
Practically every man in seven fire com- 
panies, was overcome by smoke in fight- 


‘ing a fire !n the ‘Remington typewriter 


building at 325 Broadway today. More 
than a score of the men were taken to 
hospitals, where sixteen of them remain 
tonight. It was one of the hardest 
fights New York firemen have had and 
never was there more bravery shown. 
The fire was in the subbasement of the 
building and for more than two hours 
the men fought desperately. But for the 
heroism shown many would have lost 
their lives. 
Masses of Thoking Smoke. 

The fire originated in an unexplained 
manner in the subbasement, which was 
filled with desks packed in excelsior, oil 
and carbon . paper. These threw off 
great masses of choking smoke which 
made it impossible for the men to reach 
the seat of the fire. By companies the 
men attempted to descend into. the hage- 
ment only to be overcome’ by smoke, 
and the next detachment was compelled 
to carry the unconscious men up to the 
sidewalks” 

“Men, nalf-uncor scious themselves, 
groped in the smoke-choked cellar by 
the light of lanterns, found thir com- 
rades and struggled with them up the 
ladders to the sidewalk, only to fall 
swooning, but ready to return to.the

Market Is Depressed On Ac- 


count of It 


Violent Decline in Canadian Pacific 


Stock Traceable to This Cause. 
Extension of Longshoremen 
Strike Was Another 
Factor. 


New York, May 14.—Securities mar- 
kets at all the great centers of capital 
were more or less depressed today and 
it seemed clear that the immediate com- 
peting cause was the bad outlook for the 
world’s crop. This diagnosis is not nec- 
essarily dispredited by the fact that 
stocks rose in New York yesterday when 
wheat jumped and that the réaction in 
the wheat market today wag accompanied 
by a decline in stocks. Technical spec- 
ulative conditions may be advanced in 
explanation of these seemingly contra- 
dictory movements. Besides the special 
operationg in yesterday's stock market 
designed to sustain or lift prices, it was 
evident that an outstanding short in- 
terest was seeking to take advantage of 
the bad crop news to cover short con- 
tracts. The fact that their covering op- 
erations were effected in lifting prices was 
significant of the narrow speculative in- 
lerest in the present stock market, either 
on the long or the short side, partly as 
a result of the large diversion of spc- 
ulative activity to the commodities mar- 
Kets. On the other hand today’s re- 
action in the wheat market was attribu- 
ted in large part to the heavy selling to 
take profits induced by the recent ex- 
tensive advance in the price of wheat. 
This reaction did not serve entirely to re- 
lieve apprehension over the crop pros- 
pects. The large shortage in the win- 
ter wheat crop already indicated makes 
the spring wheat seeding a matter of 
paramount interest in the forming of 
opinion in the market. The weather 
map from the gpring wheat regions to- 
| day indicated continued temperature de- 


| Aciencies, which made conditions unfav- 


orable for seeding. The violent decline 
|} in Canadian Pacific was traceable to this 
cause. That stock also reflected the 
depressed conditions on foreign seéurities 
owing to the large volume of it in for- 
eign hands. The prostration of demand 
for securities in foreign centerg is as 
pronounced as in New York ig a power- 
| ful factor in the discouragement felt over 
the speculative outlook. The present im- 
i'pression that a widespread shortage in 
the products of the soil is a likelihood 
for the coming season weighs on the sit- 
uation and aggravates the dread of bus- 
iness reaction and declining prosperity. 
The money outlook is not considered 
ciear, Owing to the large prospective re- 
quirements for capital. 

Foreign discounts continued hard to- 
day ,but money rates here were inclined 
to ease from the recent firmness. This 
was partly due to the failure of con- 
firmation of reportg current yesterday 
that the secretary of the treasury 
planned an early withdrawal of an in- 
stillment of government funds on deposit 
with national banks. A number of minor 


‘facts added to the general influence of 


the poor crop outlook. One of these was 
the extension of the longshoremen strike 
in New York. Another was the ten- 
dency to extend the recent discussion of 
defective steel rails into the fleld of other 
railway equipment, especially car wheels. 
Some attention was given also to a de- 
cision yesterdsy in the supreme court, 
whihe affirmed the powers of the inter- 
state commerce commission to prohibit 
an increase of freight rates by change of 
classification; a method much relied on 
by the railroad companies for _ raising 
charges for traffic. Last prices showed 
no important change from the low levels..

COTTON. 


New York, May |4.—A strong and ad- 
vancing cotton market has today been 
met by heavy sales on the part of those 
who had the foresight to grasp the pds- 
sibilities of the situation when prices 
were lower ang who, with the fatuity 
of the ordinary speculator are content 
to realize small profits out of a situ- 
ation that promfses enormous possibili- 
ties. As I said yesterday I believe the 
advance in the cotton market has only 
before many days 
twelve cents will seem as cheap for cot- 
ton as. ten cents did yesterday. We 
know in part, and we prophesy in part: 
but the facts of the present situation 
enable us to prophesy with unabated con- 
fidence, probably the greatest convul- 
sion in the value of cotton that has 
been seen since 1903. In the period, 
which has elapsed, the world has endr- 
wealth anu in it’s 
textile requirements. It is generally rec- 
ognizeg that cotton fabrics are the 
cheapest form of cloth that society has 
as yet discovered and the uses for cot- 
ton cloth are continually increasing. As 
a single instance of this fact I may men- 
tion that I am reliably informed that the 
cotton duck used in connection .with 
the manufacture.of automobile tires dur- 
ing the present year will be the equiv- 
alent of over 300,000 tales of cotton. 
There is @ movement on foot amongst 


the wlanters of the south to substitute} 


for the jute bagging ‘previously used in 
baling cotton, a cotton’ bagging made 
of low grade cotton. If this plan is 
realized it will increase the consumption 
of cotton by fully a million bales. In re- 
gard to the next erep I cannot do better 
than quote the following letter this 
morning received from a very conserva- 
tive member of the New York Cotton 
Exchange: 

“Have just returned from over a two 
months’ trip South and found conditions 
much the same as I did in 
Same period. Toward the end of my 
trip I visited Alabama and Tennessee 
and the same conditions obtained there 
as in Georgia. Replanting was going 
on all over whenever the ground. was 
sufficiently dry to permit of its being 
done, but owing to the succéssion of 
rainfalls all over, farmers were having 


a hard time of it and this, together with. 


the scarcity of seed, which is of poor 
quality, has createg a condition, which, 


Jin view of the demand for cotton ati 


cotton goods, is nothing less than alarm 
ing. All mills I visited recently are 
{sold up to January |, 1908, and many j- 
into June, In Anderson, S.-C., I found 
the largest mills sold into June and in 
other place the larger mills nad ad- 
vanced prices to prevent buyers from 
making purchases further forward. 
Mills in. most places have stocks suf- 
ficient to carry them into July and have 
contracted through large spot houses for 
the balance of the season, but ‘there is 
scarcely a mill that will mot have to 
buy .during the summer months. In 
hundréds of towns in the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Alabama one cannot find a 
bale of cotton, while in larger miu towns 
stocks’ are not one-sixth as much as at 
the same time last year. All old cot- 
ton‘ as far bachk-as'!904 has been sold 
from -plantations and much of the cot- 
ton in warehouses everywhere is two 
and -three- years old: I made wartic- 
ular inquiries regarding mill commit- 
ments for goods and the stock of cotton 
in every town I visited and what Itam 
telling you are undisputed facts. 

“I don’t believe the country can make 
12,000,000 bales this season, and it’s 
bound to be a late crop ang an insect 
crop. I guessed the last crep as }13.- 
COO,000 early in the summer and the pre- 
vious crop at 11,000,000 and I dont 
think this one can be over 12,600,000, 
with average conditions from now. on. 
For your information I will also state 
that only last week dry goods men in- 
formed me they cannot get shipments 
on new business before next December. 
and On Some lines they can’t get ship- 
ments at all. I made these inquiries 
in every town visited and the informa- 
tion was the same all over. TI believe 
you are absolutely correct in your views 
of the market and cro> conditions and 
am satisfied your judgment will be more 
than vindicated before -the season is 


over.”’
